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Comets’ Final Push Falls Short at All “A” State

To the victor goes the 
spoils, or so they say. The 
Comets received a king’s 
welcome after their thrilling 
54-53 victory over the May- 
field Cardinals in the All “A” 
Classic Championship game, 
as fans and students gathered 
at the Carlisle County High 
School Gymnasium after the 
game to receive their Comets 
and congratulate them. 

The week leading up to the 
Comets’ first round game in 
the State All ‘A” Classic was 
filled with congratulatory 
praise and on Wednesday, 
students, faculty and mem¬ 
bers of the community gath¬ 
ered in the high school 
gymnasium once again to 
send their Comets off to 
Frankfort for state tourna¬ 
ment play against Bard- 
stown. 

The pep rally featured a 
proclamation from Carlisle 
County Judge Executive 
Greg Terry that proclaimed 
January 30, 2013, as 


“Carlisle County Comet 
Day”. Cheerleaders and 
Carlisle County Lady Comet 
basketball players helped 
with the pep rally as well, as 
the Comets made their way 
to Frankfort for an early 8:30 
a.m. Eastern Time Zone start 
against the Tigers of Bard- 
stown. 

Bardstown, the defending 
runners-up of last year’s All 
“A” State Tournament, re¬ 
turned nine seniors. How¬ 
ever, their experience in 
tournament play was limited, 
as they lost key cogs from 
last year’s runner-up team 
and with the 8:30 a.m. start 
no one knew what to expect. 
The game began, as an 8:30 
a.m. game would be ex¬ 
pected, as both teams missed 
easy shots in the lane. Mar¬ 
cus “Big Country” Burnett 
missed two early wide open 
lay ups that would have ex¬ 
tended an early Comet lead. 
“I was rushing my shot a lot, 
not getting my feet set,” Bur¬ 
nett said in the post-game 
news conference. The score 


of 6-6 after the first quarter 
reflected the grogginess of 
the players. 

The pace picked up in the 
second quarter as the teams 
started to get in rhythm and 
the Comets found them¬ 
selves in control of the game 
in the second quarter, as they 
led 16-9 with three minutes 
left. Three minutes and three 
consecutive Comet turnovers 
later, the Comets ended the 
half on a down note, as they 
found themselves down 19- 
16 at the half. 

In all reality, that surge by 
Bardstown at the end of the 
first half pushed momentum 
in their way for the rest of the 
game. The Comets could 
never get that run in the sec¬ 
ond half that they needed. 

However, with four minutes 
left and the Comets cutting 
the lead to 46-42, Brian 
O’Neill called a time out for 
one final push. That final 
push never came for the 
Comets, as reserve guard L.J. 
Cowherd buried a corner 
three pointer immediately 


deflating any hopes of a 
Comet comeback. The 
Comets dropped their first 
game at All “A” State Tour¬ 
nament by the score of 61- 
46, a score that didn’t reflect 
the closeness of the game. 
Afterwards many Comet 
fans felt that the Comets 
were in the game and had a 
good chance to pull it off. 


However, the turnovers right 
before the first half ended 
were the fuel that the even¬ 
tual 2013 All “A” Classic 
State Tournament Runner- 
Up Bardstown Tigers needed 
to win the game. Carlisle 
County was led in scoring by 
Marcus Burnett, who had 13 
points and 12 rebounds. Tan¬ 
ner Guhy hit some big threes 


while scoring 12 points, and 
Freshman Ethan Weathspoon 
had a strong game with 10 
points, continued page 4

The forthcoming book, to be 
published by Acclaim Press 
in Morely, MO, is to include 
a chronological history of the 
county, plus individual fam¬ 
ily histories. The Society has 
received over 100 histories 
already and aims for triple 
that amount! Seems the ma¬ 
jority of the histories are 
from out of the state and 
more from Carlisle County 
generations. 

Each family can submit a 
history of 500 words or less, 
plus one picture for free. 
There is a slight charge for 
overage of wording and extra 
photos. Histories are asked 


from everyone in the county 
or who has lived in the 
county, whether it be a family 
set here for generations, one 
newly arrived, or one that 
moved out. 

“At least half of the people 
who have book orders or his¬ 
tories submitted are from out¬ 
side the two counties or 
outside the state,’Akers said. 

The Historical Society 
thinks the book will be an in¬ 
valuable research guide for 
those wanting to know more 
about the county and its peo¬ 
ple. With the histories, the 
Society wants any old photo¬ 
graphs, including old school 
photos, with people identi¬ 
fied. Black and white pic¬ 
tures are preferred, but color 
photos can be used. All pic¬ 
tures will be returned. 

There will also be a section 
for businesses, farms, memo¬ 
rials/tributes, or organiza¬ 
tions/clubs to include their 
information. Special pricing 


for these articles as well as 
history samples can be found 
on the Society’s website at 
http://www.ballard-carlisle- 
ky-genealogy.com/; look 
under Family History Book.

Local Couple Donates an Ellis Wilson Painting to Mayfield-Graves County Needline Food Pantry 



A watercolor painting be¬ 
lieved to be by the late nation- 
ally-acclaimed Kentucky artist 
Ellis Wilson has been donated 
to the Mayfield-Graves County 
Needline & Food Pantry to 
raise money to help residents in 
Wilson’s own home commu¬ 
nity of Mayfield. 

Sharon (Sherry) and Larry 
Elder of Fancy Farm, Ky. do¬ 
nated the painting, which is 
now being offered for sale to 
the public through sealed bids. 
The painting’s estimated value 
is $3,000 to $5,000. Many of 
his works, sold for thousands 
of dollars, are owned by private 
art collectors but many others 
can be seen in prestigious art 
museums around the country 
including the Smithsonian 
American Art Museum. 


The story of this painting is in¬ 
triguing and partly obscure. 
Some years ago the painting 
was purchased by a Mayfield 
woman as part of an auction 
package and later was bought 
by the Elders from a local con¬ 
signment shop. 

Although the painting is not 
signed and can’t be easily au¬ 
thenticated, members of Wil¬ 
son’s family have said it is his 
work. Respected local artist 
Helen LaFrance, who knew 
Wilson well, has seen the work 
and believes it to be his, ac¬ 
cording to Jackie Herndon, 
Needline Director. “She said it 
is a painting showing the back¬ 
yard of Wilson’s boyhood 
home in Mayfield, which still 
stands on East Water Street.” 

The painting shows a 


black woman in a yard sur¬ 
rounded by hollyhocks, which 
his parents, Frank and Minnie 
Wilson were fond of growing. 
It is possibly one of his early 
works. 

Bom in 1899, Wilson was one 
of six children. His father was a 
barber and amateur painter who 
inspired his son’s love of art. 
Growing up poor, Ellis Wilson 
took odd jobs in Mayfield in¬ 
cluding working as a janitor at 
a dress shop. He once drew a 
portrait in soap on the store’s 
window attracting attention of 
customers. The shop owner 
then encouraged more draw¬ 
ings. 

Wilson attended the Mayfield 
Colored Grade School in the 
Bottom and later attended the 
all-black Kentucky Normal and 


Industrial Institute in Frankfort, 
which later became Kentucky 
State University. At 19 he left 
Kentucky for Chicago to study 
art. 

After completing his Art Insti¬ 
tute studies in 1923 he stayed 
in Chicago for five years work¬ 
ing as a commercial artist but 
then moved to New York City. 

He arrived in Harlem during 
the Harlem Renaissance, a pe¬ 
riod of great artistic and cre¬ 
ative activity for the 
African-American community. 
At the time though black artists 
were still barred from most 
prestigious galleries. 

From 1935 to 1940 he was 
employed by the government’s 
Works Progress Administration 
Federal Arts Project. In 1939 
he started applying for 
Guggenheim 

Fellowships, hoping to be able 
to travel and paint, especially 
so he could portray black 
people in the South at work and 
in family settings. In 1944 he 
was finally awarded a Guggen¬ 
heim to fulfill his dream. 

During a visit back home to 
Mayfield he painted farm 
hands in tobacco fields, clay 
mine workers, and the famous 
Wooldridge Monuments. 

He later traveled to Haiti sev¬ 
eral times and did extensive 
painting there. 

In 1947 his works were ex¬ 
hibited at the Mayfield Public 


Library, which despite other 
recognitions, he considered a 
high point of his life. 

A year later the J.B. Speed Art 
Museum in Louisville held an 
exhibit of Wilson’s work fol¬ 
lowed by displays at Murray 
State University, the University 
of Kentucky, and numerous 
other locations around the 
country. 

In his own time Wilson, a shy 
and reserved man, never made 
much money at painting since 
almost no black artist did dur¬ 
ing this era. When he died in 
1977 in New York, he was 
buried in an unmarked pauper’s 
grave. Its location is unknown. 

Now considered a pioneer in 
African-American art, Wilson’s 
works are still being sought. 
One of his famous paintings, 
the Funeral Procession, was 
seen often on television on the 
Bill Cosby Show hanging in 
the family living room. Oprah 
Winfrey has owned his works 
along with President Barack 
Obama. Numerous museums 
house his paintings and many 
can be seen on the internet. 

No one knows for sure how 
many paintings Wilson com¬ 
pleted. The most comprehen¬ 
sive survey was undertaken in 
the late 1990s by Albert 
Sperath of Murray State Uni¬ 
versity in Murray, Ky. who was 
preparing a large exhibit on 
Wilson. 


He was able to locate about 86 
paintings. Thanks to a major 
Kentucky Education Television 
documentary on Wilson, a few 
more were discovered. 

“I would like to express our 
sincere appreciation to the Eld¬ 
ers for their generous donation 
of this beautiful painting for a 
very worthy cause,” Herndon 
said. 

“Although I never knew Mr. 
Wilson, I think he would be 
pleased and honored that this 
painting will raise money to 
help feed hungry people in his 
hometown. It would be my 
dream and hope that someone 
local would purchase the paint¬ 
ing and donate it to the city, 
county or the local art guild so 
people from this area would 
have a place to go see one of 
his works.” 

Sealed bids for the painting 
are being accepted through 
February 22, 2013. The Need¬ 
line, a non-profit faith-based 
organization, reserves the right 
to reject any or all bids. For

Kentucky Care and St. Nicholas Partnership Helps Community 


Branching into areas identi¬ 
fied as medically under¬ 
served for lower-income 
patients, a dual-state associa¬ 
tion of health clinics plans to 
partner with a Paducah free 
clinic to expand patient serv¬ 
ices. 

Arkansas-based ARcare, op¬ 
erating in Kentucky as Ken- 
tuckyCare, is working to 
secure a partnership with the 
free St. Nicholas Family 
Clinic to help bolster medical 
services in far-western Ken¬ 
tucky amid health-insurance 
changes. 

The non-profit ARcare oper¬ 
ates 26 clinics in Arkansas 
and recently expanded across 
state borders to Bardwell, 
where a KentuckyCare clinic 
has operated about a year. 

Winston Collier, general 
counsel for the agency, said 
Carlisle County was pinned 
as a medically under-served 
community during a Delta 
Regional Authority meeting 
nearly two years ago. Re¬ 
gional networking with health 
authorities during that time 
identified the potential part¬ 
nership with St. Nicholas. 

“For whatever reason no one 
has picked up the proverbial 
torch and moved to western 
Kentucky to help these 
areas,” Collier said. “We feel 
like these areas of western 
Kentucky are similar to those 


in eastern Arkansas where we 
currently serve.” 

Lennis Thompson, St. 
Nicholas board chairman, 
said conversation between the 
two organizations was 
spurred on by participation 
with the United Way Impact 
Poverty Task Force. The area 
was highlighted as needing 
appropriate health services 
for lower income, uninsured 
or under-insured patients. 

“If we can have a collabora¬ 
tive agreement, a joint part¬ 
nership, it will be better for 
our patients in the long run 
and help ensure we can con¬ 
tinue to provide care for our 
patients,” Thompson said. 

Collier described the organi¬ 
zation’s relationship with St. 
Nicholas as a perfect fit. The 
passage of the Affordable 
Care Act means more patients 
will have access to medical 
insurance, which would in 
turn negate their traditional 
eligibility for treatment at St. 
Nicholas. The clinic treats pa¬ 
tients who work but do not 
have health insurance and fall 
within federal poverty guide¬ 
lines. 

The partnership will allow 
KentuckyCare to help provide 
medical services to those pa¬ 
tients who have minimal in¬ 
surance, Medicaid and 
Medicare, but at a discounted 
rate. 


“It’s the best of both 
worlds,” Collier said. “This 
allows (St. Nicholas care¬ 
givers) to maintain their mis¬ 
sion and the people they serve 
for free that may still not get 
Medicaid. However, this large 
population that suddenly is 
covered, we’re equipped to 
take them and treat them. 
We’re a stopgap measure to 
come in and treat the people 
that used to be at St. 
Nicholas.” 

Though the details have yet 
to be finalized, KentuckyCare 
plans to operate in the same 
clinic space as St. Nicholas 
and with the current staff. 
Collier said the partnership 
might facilitate expanded, 
full-time clinic hours, and ad¬ 
ditional staff could be hired if 
the need arises. 

No definitive time line exists 
on the implementation of the 
partnership — as the organi¬ 
zation awaits approval from 
regulatory agencies that can 
take months — but Collier 
said he hopes to see opera¬ 
tions as soon as possible. 

“We’re excited about the op¬ 
portunity to serve the people 
of Paducah and to partner 
with St. Nicholas that has 
done so much for the commu¬ 
nity. We’re thrilled to help 
them continue to serve the 
community,” he said.

Boscoe France, the 2012 na¬ 
tionwide King of the Battle of 
the Blues, will be the featured 
artist on Thursday, Feb. 14, at 
First Christian Church’s 
Blues Night. 

The worship service and free 
concert will include a love of¬ 
fering to benefit The Light¬ 
house Ministries of Mayfield, 
a shelter for women and chil¬ 
dren who are homeless or vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse. 

“This is a rare opportunity 
for people from this area to 
hear one of best blues singers 
and guitarists today,” said 
Rev. Randy Cook, Senior 
Minister of FCC. “This guy 
and his band are incredible 
and we are so fortunate in that 
he heard about our Blues 
Nights from friends and con¬ 


tacted us and offered to play 
and sing here. We are so ex¬ 
cited and blessed by this op¬ 
portunity which we hope will 
greatly benefit the Christian 
work of The Lighthouse.” 
Last year France won the na¬ 
tional 2012 King of the Blues 
competition at the Memphis 
Blues Festival. 

France, who has a 
varied musical background 
including singer, songwriter, 
and record producer, has only 
recently ventured into the 
gospel field. 

France was born Bosco 
Kante to a Ghanaian father 
and Irish-American mother in 
Accra, Ghana where his par¬ 
ents served in the Peace 
Corps. He later moved to 
Portland, Oregon where 
France learned from his 
mother’s very musically-in¬ 
clined family how to play a 
variety of instruments, in¬ 
cluding keyboard, guitar, bass 
and trumpet. 

At age three he was given 
his first guitar and by age six 
had graduated to playing a 
Gibson Flying V. 

An honor student and all 
state athlete, France had a 
full-academic scholarship to 
the University of Southern 


California. He played on the 
nationally ranked Trojan 
USC basketball team while 
completing his degree in me¬ 
chanical engineering. 

His music is somewhat a 
blend of traditional hip hop 
and soul styles. He has been 
featured on more than 30 al¬ 
bums and he has taken part in 
more than a half a dozen tele¬ 
vision and movie produc¬ 
tions. He has operated his 
own recording studio and had 
his own record label.

A Full Life 

"I am the Lord thy God which 
brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt: open thy mouth wide, 
and I will fill it." Psalms 81:10 

It is a matter of record that 
God brought the children of Is¬ 
rael out of Egyptian bondage.

“AGE OLD QUESTION - 

WHAT’S THE BEST WAY FOR ME TO LOSE WEIGHT?

The holidays have passed, a 
new year has begun, and 
swim suit season is just 
around the corner. Many 
Kentuckians no doubt have 
made New Year’s resolutions 
to lose weight. With weight 
loss aspirations come ques¬ 
tions about the newest diets 
and best ways to lose weight 
in time for spring weddings 
or summer vacation. The 
number of fad diets and quick 
trick weight loss schemes cir¬ 
culating on the internet, tele¬ 
vision and in magazines is 
enough to boggle the mind. 
While some of these diet ap¬ 
proaches may help an indi¬ 
vidual lose weight, they do 
not necessarily leave the per¬ 
son well-nourished and 
healthier. How does one rec¬ 
ognize a fad diet? Remember 
the acronym fad diets: 

Foods with Super Powers 
Foods with super powers 
promise that the consumption 
of a certain food or group of 
foods will help burn calories. 
The problem: No known food 
bums calories. The only way 
to burn calories is through 
physical activity or body 
processes. 

Anything You Want to Eat 
Except.. .These diets allow an 
individual to eat as much as 
they want of all their favorite 
foods but require them to cut 
out a certain food group. An 
example of this would be the 
diet that allows a person to eat 
everything except carbohy¬ 
drates. Some diets also do the 
opposite of this, requiring di¬ 
eters to cut out all foods ex¬ 
cept one specific food group. 
An example of this is a diet 
which restricts someone to 
eating only fruit. The prob¬ 
lem: These types of diet 
changes can leave an individ¬ 


ual deficient in specific nutri¬ 
ents. 

Dieting again! These are the 
diets that an individual finds 
themselves restarting every 
few months because they 
have regained the weight they 
lost. The problem: Fad diets 
are well known for quick 
weight loss that is very hard 
to maintain because of the 
low number of calories al¬ 
lowed per day and boredom 
associated with very limited 
food choices. 

Disease States Not Ad¬ 
dressed Most fad diets do not 
take into account the needs 
and limitations of those suf¬ 
fering from chronic diseases, 
such as diabetes or cardiovas¬ 
cular disease. The problem: 
Chronic diseases can be pro¬ 
foundly affected by diets that 
alter nutrients such as fat, 
sodium and carbohydrates. 
For example, some diets pro¬ 
mote consumption of pre¬ 
pared meals or supplements 
which may be high in 
sodium. This could cause se¬ 
rious problems for a dieter 
with high blood pressure. 
Diets which severely limit or 
eliminate carbohydrates 
would interfere with a dia¬ 
betic’s ability to regulate their 
blood glucose. 

Inflexible Menu Some diets 
set strict guidelines for certain 
foods that must be eaten at 
specific times throughout the 
day. The problem: These diets 
can only be maintained for a 
short time, as most people’s 
work and social schedules do 
not permit such rigid eating 
plans. 

Exercise Is Optional Many 
diets promise that weight loss 
can be achieved by making a 
few easy adjustments in diet 
or taking a particular supple¬ 
ment. The problem: In order 
to lose weight, calories used 
must exceed calories eaten. 
Physical activity uses up 
calories, promoting weight 
loss. It also speeds up metab¬ 
olism, so that body processes 


use more calories. Other ben¬ 
efits of physical activity in¬ 
clude regulation of 
cholesterol, blood pressure 
and blood glucose, toning of 
muscles, and stress reduction. 

Too Good to Be True If a 
diet seems too good to be 
true, it probably is. The prob¬ 
lem: Before and after weight 
loss pictures in advertise¬ 
ments most likely are not rep¬ 
resentative of most dieters’ 
results. Even if the pictures 
are accurate representations 
of an individual using that 
diet, it is impossible to know 
if the weight loss was sus¬ 
tained. A diet which achieves 
rapid loss of large amounts of 
weight most likely does not 
supply the nutrients needed 
for good health and will be 
difficult to maintain. 

Speedy Weight Loss These 
diets promise incredible re¬ 
sults in a matter of a few 
weeks.The problem: Weight 
loss in excess of two pounds 
per week is difficult to main¬ 
tain. Very low calorie diets 
can be dangerous and should 
only be attempted when pre¬ 
scribed and monitored by a 
physician to address urgent 
health concerns. 

Although the promises of 
fad diets can be enticing, the 
safest and most effective way 
to lose weight and maintain 
weight loss is through a bal¬ 
anced diet and physical activ¬ 
ity. Visit 

www.ChooseMyPlate.gov to 
determine an eating pattern 
that is best for your gender, 
age and activity level. An in¬ 
dividual can lose one pound 
per week by using 500 more 
calories per day than he eats. 
Thus, weight loss may be 
achieved by eating fewer 
calories, burning more calo¬ 
ries, or using a combination 
of both approaches. Simple 
lifestyle changes, sustained 
over time, allow for gradual 
loss of weight and improved 
health that is easy to maintain 
for years to come. 


2013 Kentucky Official Highway Map Now Available 


The 2013 Kentucky Official 
Highway Map is now available 
across the Commonwealth at rest 
areas, welcome centers, local 
convention and tourism offices 
and all Kentucky State Parks. 

As always, the new map con¬ 
tains a wealth of information for 
motorists. At the same time, its 
“Only One Kentucky” theme 
highlights the beauty, natural at¬ 
tractions and features unique to 
Kentucky: 

The Kentucky Bourbon 
Trail, which explores the rich tra¬ 
dition and heritage of “Amer¬ 
ica’s Official Native Spirit.” 

Eastern Kentucky’s Red 
River Gorge Scenic Byway, 
which takes motorists to one of 
the nation’s special natural areas, 
offering stone arches, caves, 
cliffs, ravines and waterfalls. 

The Great River Road in 
Western Kentucky, which high¬ 
lights the Mississippi River’s 
pathway of history carrying peo¬ 
ple, cultures, ideas, art and music 
along its route. 

The Wilderness Road Her¬ 
itage Highway, which follows 
the steps of Daniel Boone and 
was crucial to settlement of the 
West. The trail leads motorists to 
Cumberland Gap National His¬ 
toric Park, renowned country 
music venue Renfro Valley and 
Berea, Kentucky’s crafts capital. 

Woodlands Trace, which 
meanders along a ridge of land 
between Kentucky Lake and 
Lake Barkley. It is a beautiful 
drive in rolling terrain with 
plenty of opportunities to pull off 
and explore on your own or at 
developed interpretive facilities. 

The Belle of Louisville, 
America’s last true Mississippi 
River steamboat still in opera¬ 
tion, is also featured on the map 
along with Lexington’s world fa¬ 
mous Kentucky Horse Park. 


The Lincoln Heritage Sce¬ 
nic Highway, which explores the 
history and culture in six com¬ 
munities in the region where 
Abraham Lincoln was bom. 

“The Official Kentucky High¬ 
way Map is certainly a great aid 
for planning a trip and finding 
your way, but it’s also much 
more,” Gov. Steve Beshear said. 
“Our highway map is part of our 
effort to make a good first im¬ 
pression on the many thousands 
of people who will visit and 
travel our Commonwealth in 
2013.” 

The highway map, published 
annually by the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet, is packed with 
information for the traveling 
public. The 2013 map reflects 
many system improvements, 
such as KY 313 in Hardin and 
Meade counties; a widened, 
four-lane U.S. 27 in Garrard 
County, and the new KY 873 in 
Clay County, which now ac¬ 
cesses the Hal Rogers Parkway 
from U.S. 421. U.S. sanctioned 
bike routes are listed on the map 
along with symbols to indicate 
limited access parkways and di¬ 
vided highways. 

Fifteen inset maps detail Lex¬ 
ington, downtown Lexington, 
the Louisville area, downtown 
Louisville, Bowling Green, 
Owensboro, Henderson, Hop¬ 
kinsville, Paducah, Elizabeth- 
town-Radcliff, Northern 

Kentucky, Covington-Newport, 
downtown Frankfort, Richmond- 
Berea and Ashland. 

The cover of the map features 
horses and riders cantering along 
a lake shore of Land Between the 
Lakes National Recreation Area 
in Western Kentucky. The back 
of the map highlights more 
“Only in Kentucky” features, 
along with information about 
Kentucky traffic laws, sharing 


the road with motorcycles and 
seat belt safety. 

A personal message from Gov. 
Beshear tells travelers about the 
improvements that will come 
about in the Louisville area as a 
result of the Ohio River Bridges 
Project. The project, nearing the 
start of construction, includes 
new crossings in downtown 
Louisville and eastern Jefferson 
County, plus a drastically im¬ 
proved Kennedy Interchange, 
where Interstates 64, 65 and 71 
meet in Louisville. 

“The cabinet takes pride in the 
quality of the Official Kentucky 
Highway Map,” Transportation 
Secretary Mike Hancock said. 
“We believe it is an invaluable 
resource for all motorists but es¬ 
pecially for visitors.” 

“Kentucky has some of the 
most picturesque scenery in 
America and it can be found 
along rural roads and modern 
highways just about anywhere 
you travel,” Tourism, Arts and 
Heritage Secretary Marcheta 
Sparrow said.

Carlisle Native Aides in Ending Violence Against Women 


Two of five women have ex¬ 
perienced at least one type of 
abuse or violence in their life¬ 
time according to The Com¬ 
monwealth Fund 1998 Survey 
of Women's Health. A self-de¬ 
fense organization known as 
IMPACT Chicago is working 
to end this violence and 
Carlisle County native, Katie 
Kelley Kramer, is part of the 
effort. 

Kramer, who moved to 
Chicago with her husband after 
college, decided to take her 
first self-defense course with 
IMPACT Chicago three years 
ago. The organization teaches 
boundary setting and self-de¬ 
fense to women and focuses on 
the natural areas of strengths in 
a woman’s body. A lead female 
instructor facilitates the classes 
and one or more suited male 
instructors accompany her. The 
fact that the males are suited 
enables the women in the class 
to learn by using full force hits 
and kicks. The style of teach¬ 
ing allows women to learn by 
watching instructor examples, 
drilling the learned moves, and 
acting out scenarios, which is 
key to muscle memory. 


After completing the core 
course, Kramer completed two 
advances classes, one that fo¬ 
cuses on defense against an 
armed assailant and the other, 
which teaches defense against 
multiple assailants. Kramer 
continued to be amazed at the 
work of this organization and 
the freedom and confidence 
that exuded from the women 
who graduated each class. 
Since the first class in 2010, 
Kramer has volunteered as an 
assistant in classes, helped to 
plan the 25 th anniversary cele¬ 
bration, and served on the hir¬ 
ing committee for new 
leadership. 

In December, Kramer was 
welcomed as a new IMPACT 
board member and is looking 
forward to helping the organi¬ 
zation live out the mission of 
“ending violence and building 
a non-violent world in which 
all people can live safely and 
with dignity.”

April is National Poetry Month, 
but students in elementary, middle 
and high school in western Ken¬ 
tucky are celebrating early through 
a series of poetry activities and 
events sponsored jointly by Mur¬ 
ray State University’s college of 
education, K12Connect and 
WKMS-FM, the Murray State's 
National Public Radio affiliate. 

Award-winning poet, playwright 
and columnist Constance Alexan¬ 
der is conducting writing work¬ 
shops in schools throughout the 
region, coaching and providing 
feedback to students as they create 
short poems structured around 
models by poet William Carlos 
Williams and inspired by images 
from American art. From the hun¬ 
dreds of students’ poems generated 
through the workshops, approxi¬ 
mately 50 will be chosen for 
broadcast as “Poetry Minutes” 
every weekday in April on 
WKMS. The WKMS website will 
post students’ poems and lesson 
plans for teachers, along with cor¬ 
responding masterworks from 
American art. A display in the 
Wrather West Kentucky Museum 


on the Murray State University 
campus will pair poems with re¬ 
productions of the art that sparked 
the creativity of the young poets. 

Workshops are scheduled in 
schools in Caldwell, Calloway, 
Carlisle, Crittenden, Graves, Liv¬ 
ingston, Lyon, Marshall and Mc¬ 
Cracken counties, and Dawson 
Springs and Murray Independent 
school districts. 

According to Dr. David Whaley, 
dean of Murray State University’s 
college of education, “This project 
is unlike any others in terms of its 
success in using images from our 
American history to inspire young 
poets. Led by Faculty Scholar 
Constance Alexander, the success 
of this program spans the prior six- 
year period and has influenced 
countless young writers. We, in the 
college of education, are commit¬ 
ted to and proud of this literacy and 
learning project." 

April was established as National 
Poetry Month in 1996 by the Acad¬ 
emy of American Poets (AAP) as 
a nationwide celebration. Accord¬ 
ing to AAP website 
(www.poets.org), “The purpose is 


to increase attention paid by indi¬ 
viduals and the media to the art of 
poetry, to living poets, to our po¬ 
etic heritage, to poetry books and 
magazines.” 

WKMS-FM is a listener-sup- 
ported public radio station serving 
a 27-county region. K12Connect is 
a program of Murray State Univer¬ 
sity’s office of regional outreach, 
focused on creating and sustaining 
partnerships among universities 
and other organizations to tackle 
problems that are important to the 
quality of life and economic pros¬ 
perity of the region. In 2009, 
MSU’s Teacher Quality Institute 
and the office of regional outreach 
partnered to secure Picturing 
America grants for 68 schools in 
the university’s service region.

Avoiding Tax Refund Identity Fraud

Many people file their in¬ 
come tax returns as early in 
the year as possible. Some are 
eager to claim their tax re¬ 
fund right away, while others 
are simply following their 
New Year's resolution not to 
procrastinate until midnight, 
April 15. 

Let me add another good 
reason to file your taxes right 
away: tax refund identity 
fraud. 

That's where someone uses 
your Social Security number 
(SSN), birth date and other 
private information to file a 
fraudulent income tax return 
in your name and then pock¬ 
ets the resulting tax refund. 
Often, a victim's first clue is 
a letter from the IRS contest¬ 
ing their legitimate tax return, 
saying one has already been 
processed under that name. It 
can take months - and 
mounds of paperwork - to 
unravel the mess. 

This scam has proliferated in 
recent years thanks to a con¬ 
fluence of events: 

There's a thriving black 
market in personal informa¬ 
tion stolen from healthcare 
facilities, nursing homes, 
schools, insurance companies 
and other institutions that re¬ 
quire an SSN as identifica¬ 
tion. 

The IRS is pressured to 
begin issuing refunds shortly 
after taxpayers start filing re¬ 
turns in mid-January, even 
though employers and finan¬ 


cial institutions aren't re¬ 
quired to submit withholding 
and income documentation 
until the end of March. Thus, 
disparities often aren't caught 
until months later. 

The growing popularity of 
electronic filing, where hard¬ 
copy documentation (like W- 
2 and 1099 forms) isn't 
required. 

Many people receive re¬ 
funds via direct deposit and 
prepaid debit cards. Crimi¬ 
nals open and close accounts 
using bogus addresses long 
before the theft has been de¬ 
tected. 

Thanks to severe budget 
cuts and chronic under¬ 
staffing - not to mention con¬ 
stantly playing whack-a-mole 
with thieves who dream up 
new schemes - the IRS is 
hard-pressed to keep up. In 
one extreme example, the 
agency issued more than $3.3 
million in refunds for 2,137 
tax returns filed to a single 
address. 

But all is not lost. The IRS 
has significantly beefed up its 
fraud-prevention efforts. In 
2011, they intercepted nearly 
262,000 fraudulent tax re¬ 
turns seeking almost $1.5 bil¬ 
lion in refunds related to 
identity theft. And they now 
issue special personal identi¬ 
fication numbers (PINs) to 
impacted taxpayers to protect 
their future tax filings. 

So what should you do if 
you've been victimized? Typ¬ 
ically, the IRS will send you a 


notice that: 

More than one tax return 
for you was filed; 

You have a balance due, re¬ 
fund offset or have had col¬ 
lection actions taken against 
you for a year in which you 
didn't file a return; or 

IRS records indicate you 
received wages from an em¬ 
ployer you don't recognize. 
This could indicate that 
someone has used your per¬ 
sonal information to get a job. 

If you receive such a notice, 
don't ignore it. Complete an 
Identity Theft Affidavit (IRS 
Form 14039 at www.irs.gov) 
and return it with a copy of 
the notice to the address pro¬ 
vided on the notice. If you did 
not receive a notice but be¬ 
lieve you may be at risk, the 
form contains separate sub¬ 
mission instructions. 

The IRS's Identity Theft 
Protection website 

(www.irs.gov/uac/Identity- 
Protection) includes tons of 
helpful information, includ¬ 
ing ways to tell whether your 
identity may have been 
stolen, how to report a breach 
and tips to avoid identity 
theft. 

And finally, file your tax re¬ 
turn as early as possible to 
beat potential scammers to 
the punch. If you owe money, 
you can always file your re¬ 
turn now and mail the pay¬ 
ment by the April 15 
deadline.
